Ab out 9:40 o’clock this m rrning Ice­ 
land M. Meranda, of Scottsb urg, u 
b rakeman on the division of the Penn­ 
sylvania lines, which runs through 
this city, was fatally injured while 
making a coupling on his train at 
Falmouth. 
The train No. 274, engine 
8297, 
which is the morning south-b ound lo­ 
cal, was unloading a car load of cin­ 
ders at a point, ab out one and one-half 
miles north of Falmouth, and Meranda 
had gone b ack to make a coupling at 
the road crossing. 
The'train had b een 
cut in order to allow people to cross 
the track. 
As the cars came together, 
the b rakeman stepped injfco open the 
angle cock and as he did so he was 
caught b etween the draw b ars of the 
cars. 
His cries attracted the attention 
of the other trainmen working throe 
car lengths away, and they hastened 
to his assistance. 
By the time they 
reached him he had succeeded in ex­ 
tracting 
himself from his perilous 
position and had fallen to the track. 
He was picked up and carried to the 
cab oose and the train was b rought to 
this city at. b reak-neck speed. 
Dr. D. II. Dean was called to the 
station and after a hasty examination 
it was found that the man’s spinal 
column, right hip aud ab domen were 
terrib ly crushed. 
That portion of the 
b ody was very b lack and the hip was 
b leeding freely. 
Meranda, although 
conscious, suffered terrib le pain and 
his groans were heart rending. 
He 
was placed upon a stretcher and car 
ried to Sexton’s sanitarium, where he 
now lies in a dangerous condition. 
Ho is still conscious, b ut Dr’s. Sexton 
and Dean say that he will die. 
Meranda is twenty - one years old and 
unmarried. 
He had b een in the em­ 
ploy of the Pennsylvania company b ut 
four months. 
His relatives at Sootfcs- 
b urg have b een notified of the acci­ 
dent.

St. Petersb urg. March 17.—With the 
evacuation of Tie pass the Russian 
army ab andoned the last stronghold 
In southern Manchuria and definitely 
turned over the section to the Japan­ 
ese for the campaign-of 1905. At least 
no other strategy is possib le for Gen­ 
eral Kuropatkin, in view of his scanty 
supplies of ammunition and stores, 
the shattered condition of his army 
and the wide enveloping movements 
which the Japanese have continued 
almost without a stop since the Rus­ 
sian defeat at Mukden. 
Nothing has 
b een heard of the part which General 
Kamamura’s army is taking in these 
operations, b ut Generals Nogi and 
Oku, operating in the low hills of the 
Tie pass gorge were ihemselves suf­ 
ficient to turn the shattered Russian
